lars upon  Fen, re,  had  levied  enormous 
contributions  upon  the  two  Auftrias, 
the  Tyrol,  Corinthia,  Styria,  Sec. 

VVe  know  not  what  confidence  is  fl 
be  placed  in  the  preceding  rumoi;  j fci^ 
there  is  one  faft,  which  confiderably 
fliakes  our  faith.  W^e  hive  carefully 
looked  over  ouV  New-York,  Philadelphia, 
and  Baltimore  papers,  which  came  by 
tbe  Tnefday  evening’s  mail,  and  they  do 
not  furnilh  a (ingle  faft  to  corroborate 
it.  The  (hip  Huntrefs  had  indeed  ar- 
rived at  New  York  from  Bordeaux,  but 
the  political  intelligence  wfiich  (he  fur 
nifties  “ is  not  fo  late  as  that  received 
at  Norfolk  by  phe  Highland  Mary." 
The  only  interefting  article  is  the  fol- 
lowing additional  bulletin,  from  the  ar- 
my of  Italy,  with  the  extraft  which 
follows  under  the  Paris  head.  . 

Fifth  Official  Bulletin  of  tbe  At/ti 
of  Italy . ' ^ 

14th  Brumaire. 

After  fome  hours  repofe  at  Montebel- 
lo, the  army  purfued  the  enemy  to  Vin- 
cence. — f he  gates  of  the  city  had  been 
walled  up  ; the  enemy  were  fummoned 
to  evacuate  it ; their  reply  was  in  the 
negative.  A fentiment  of  humanity 
had  diftated  the  fumtnons  of  the  general 
in  chief  ; it  was  indifpenfably  neceffary- 
to  force  a paflage,  and  to  point  cannon 
and  fome  howitzers  againft  the  gates, 
and  unfortunately  againft  the  city  itfelf. 
We  entered  it  at  the  break  of  day. 

1 he  precipitation  with  which  the  enemy 
retreated,  obliged  them  to  abandon  a 
thoufand  wounded,  and  to  leave  part  of 
the  contents  of  feveral  magazines  at  our 
dilpofal,  In  the  courle  of  the  day  we 
made  300  prifoners. 

The  Auftrians  retreated  by  the  road 
to  Baffano.  The  army  followed  tile 
and  continually  harrafled  their 
At  the  reparation  of  ro.ds  to  BafT; 
and  Trevifo,  they  direfted  their  ma 
towards  the  latter  city,  burning  b 
them  the  bridge  which  is  over  the  rapid 
ftream  near  Palu.  Having  arrived  at 
tire  village  ot  Saint  Pierre  in  Gu,  wt 
found  it  occupied  by  a body  of  troops, 
which  we  charged  vigoroufly.  The  vik 
lage  was  carried  after  a esmbat  which 
again  procured  to  us  600  prifoners,  and 
one  piece  of  cannon. 


Icquent  to  thofe  which  we  read  in  the 
5th  bulletin  from  the  army  of  Italv. 
“ At  the  moment  in  which  I am  wri- 
ting to  you,  the  whole  of  Italy  muft 
have  been  evacuated  by  the  Auftrians. 
It  w as  expefted  that  they*  would  endea- 
vor to  retreat  through  Styria  and  Corin- 
tliia,  which  might  Dill  have  afforded  them 
fome  paffages  by  which  to  elcape  from 
the  grand  army.  The  Archduke  Charles 
believed  that  he  law  a mire  fptrdy  re- 
am! he  will  there  be 
fires.  Auftriati  pri- 
rs  conic  in  i:i  crowds. 
They  exorefs  joy  at  finding  tlicmlelvts 
among  the  French,  and  above  all,  at  ha- 
ving bread  to  cat.  They  cannot  exprefs 
all  the  hardfhips  which  they  have  fiitfcr- 
ed.  A contribution  of  400,003  francs 
has  been  impofed  by  the  French  on  Ve- 
rona, and  one  million  on  Pndua.  The 
/tulti  tails  have  abandoned  \ emce  ; htic 
it  is  believed  that  it  is  yet  occupied  b 
the  Ruffians.  1 he  greatrft  joy  prevail 
in  the  kingdom  of  Italy.” 

But  fliould  the  rumor  at  Wafliington 
be  correft,  and  the  condition  of  Aultria 
leems  to  jullify  the  fuppofition  of  fuch, 
or  even  more  fatal  dilafters,  the  condi- 
tion of  Europe,  and  we  may  fay,  of  the 
whole  civilized  woild,  is  beyond  *11  def- 
cription  full  cf  forebodings.  But  for 
the  maritime  afcendancy  of  England, 
the  idea  of  an  univerlal  monarchy,  feems 
to  be  now  fomething  more  than  a mere 
vifionary  chimera.  In  comparifon  of 
Bonaparte,  Chailes  V.  cr  Lewis  XIV. 
may  indeed-be  pronounced  mere  “ mife- 
rable  drivellers.’’  What  then  are  we  to 
think  of  the  melancholy  afpeft  of  Eu- 
rope, when  we  fee  her  thus  reduced  to 
the  neceffity  of  owing  her  preservation 
fi  lm  univerlal  defpotifm,  to  the  cou 
eraft ;ng  power  of  another  nation,  v) 
never  pofi'efTed  power  bst  to  abufe  j 
When  fuch  is  the  ftate  of  fociety,  that 
'he  tyrant  of  the  feas  deferves  to  be 
haileo  as  the  fne.'d  of  liberty,  it  is  time 
to  adopt  the  paradoxical  maxim  of  feme 
phtlofophers.  that  the  equi'poifc^  t|,e 
moral  univerfe  is  only  maintaTwdV 
the  balancing  of  one  evil  against  an- 
other.

[. Accompanying  a message  from  the 
President  of  the  United  States  of 
18 tb  January,  1806.  J 

Excellence,  / 

For  nearly  eleven  years,  I have 
b&en  labouring  under  the  weight  of 
misfortune  ; but  notwithftanding 
■which,  my  diftrefs  was  never  equal 
to  that  which  thcaclual  combination 
of  circumllances  has  made  it. 

My  refidence  was  at  Cairo,  when 
there  arrived  in  Alexandria.,  a brig 
commanded  by  capt.  Hull,  in  com- 
pany with  gen.  Eaton,  who  came 
recommended  to  Mr.  Briggs,  H.  B. 
M.  conlul,  and  enquired  of  him 
where  I could  be  found.  My  place 
of  abode  being  made  known,  a cou- 
rier was  difpatched  for  Cairo,  bv 
order  of  the  general,  and  on  his  ar 
rival  at  Razid,  a fecond  one  which 
came  to  Cairo,  diredled  to  the  houfe 
of  Turfuf  Bafliaw,  an  officer  of  the 
Ottoman  Porte,  who  received  a let 
ter  in  which  he  was  requeued  to 
fuffer  me  to  pafs  without  interrup- 
tion,  in  order  that  I might  co-ope- 
rate with  the  Americans  to  take 
^ Tripoli.  Thefe  things  being  com- 
^routncated  to  me,  caufed  me  to  re- 
ffe£l  ferioufly,  whether  they  could 
be  ttue  or  not.  All  doubts  were 
diffipated  by  gen.  Eaton’s  meeting 
in  Cairo,  mv  lecretary,  named  Ma- 
liumed  Mezaluna,  to  whom4he  con 
figned  another  paper,  and  in  compa 
ny  with  two  Maltefe,  arrived  at 
Said,  my  place  of  rtiidence,  andde 
livered  to  me  a difpatch,  urging  me 
to  leave  that  place  immediately,  in 
order  that  we  might  have  a meeting 
(which  really  happened)  in  the  city 
ofDamintur,  w here  the  general  was 
mane  known  to  me  as  one  who  had 
been  fent  thither  by  your  excellency 
for  the  conquelt  of  the  kingdom  of 
Tripoli.  1 engaged  lo  go  with  him 
to Syracufe,  and  alfo  to  keep  m>felf 
fecret,  from  which  circumftance  I 
was  neceflarily  compelled  to  aban- 
don all  1 pofleflcd,  and  thus  lofe  my 
horfes,,  camels,  &c.  Previous  to  my 
leaving  Demintur,  gen.  Eaton  af 
fured.  me  the  peace  would  never  be 
made,  unlels  I was  placed  iri  my  own 
seat  (throne)  and  often  fwore  by 
himfelf  that  he  would  never  take  me 
from  where  i was  for  the  foie  pur- 
pofe  of  making  the  conqueft.

“ Since  writing  the  above,  we 
learn  that  a fecond  exprefs  has  ar- 
rived from  Mad  river,  with  difpjich- 
es  for  the  governor,  and  that  gene- 
ral Kenton,  major  Moore,  captain 
M'Pherlon  and  .Mr.  MTlvai.n  went 
to  the  Indian  council,  bu.twioulo  not 
get  admittance,  they  had,  b.yrevcr 
a converfation  v\ith  about  le  n 
Indians,  who  met  them  at  fome  dif- 
tanfe  from  the  council  houfe.  The 
Indians  received  a few  firings  of 
white  wampum, — profefled  friend- 
fliip  for  the  white  people,  but  at 
parting  manifefled  hollile  views,  by 
giving  their  left  hands,  &c.— The 
above  gentlemen  are  fearful  of  con- 
fequences  ; but  nothing  'ppears  cer- 
tain as  to  the  views  or  objeijl  o^bhe 
Indians.  v-*-  » 

We  are  informed  the  governor 
has  fent  a meflage  or  fpeech,  to  the 
chiefs,  with  a large  fine  belt  of  white 
warupum,  and  has  given  fuch  lnllruc 
tions  as  will,  it  is  hoped,  in  a few 
ays,  bring  news  that  will  reflore 
the  public  quiet.  We  are  alfo  led 
to  believe,  that  orders  have  iflued 
to  brigadier-general  Whiteman,  of 
Green  county,  how  to  prepare  and 
a£l,  if  neceflity  fliould  require  it.”
